Burger Given 
Senate OK As 
Chief justice 


Approved By 74-3; 
Dissenters Claim 
Aetion Too Speedy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate, moving with polished ef­ 
ficiency against a tiny, ineffec­ 
tual group of dissenters, has 
overwhelmingly confirmed War- 
en E. Burger to be the nation’s 
15th chief justice. 
After the few vocal critics 
failed to win a delay Monday, 
the Senate by a 74-3 vote put its 
stam p of approval on the 61- 
year-old Burger, nominated by 
President Nixon to succeed E arl 
W arren, who retires later this 
month. 
The dissenters claimed con­

should have been prolonged in 
order to hold a more careful 
and extensive look into the ap­ 
pointment, particularly in view 
of the Abe Fortas affair.

Leak Seen Cause

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Striv ing Fo r Dra ft Equa lity 


One of the p roblems which con/tinues to dis­ 
turb Americans directly affected is the military 
draft. 


It is a disturbing conundrum for the lives and 
welfare of millions of Americans are touched 
by its ramifications. And in the backg round 
there is this haunting question: Is the draft, in 
its p resent form, the most equitable that can be 
devised 
I President Nixon obviously shares this concern 
•'deep ly. 
; May 13, in a sp ecial messag e to Cong ress, 
I Mr. Nixon p rop osed a draft lottery. He also rec- 
•ommended reversing the ag e order of Inductioii 
1 which would subject 19 -year-olds to call before 
¡the oldest men in the 19-26 ag e g roup , from 
Iwhich draftees are taken. 
1 The President’s aim was to make the selec­ 


tive service system as “equitable and as rea­ 
sonable” as p ossible. 
But ap p arently he remains deep ly concerned 
about the draft’s op eration. And as been typ i­ 
cal of his style of admindstration since he took 
office, he continue.*: to g ather facts and informa­ 
tion p ertinent to the p roblem imder considera­ 
tion. 
Friday he went directly to the p eop le most di­ 
rectly involved in the draft — those of draft 
ag e. He invited 10 of them to h« s office in Cali­ 
fornia to g et their views on the draft laws 
As long as the President maintains contact 
with all seg ments of the p op ulation involved in 
a p roblem of national scop e, he can’t g et too 
far off base in making his decisions. 
He may make an unp op ular decision — even 
a strong one. But it won’t be because he was 
uninformed and his verdicts therefore should 
not be out in left field 


Co mmmiisl Ma neuv ering 


The Soviet Union, althoug h it has much to 
concern itself with at home in acting as host for 
•the conference of the world's Communrst p ar­ 
ties. nevertheless found time Friday to issue a 
warning to the Arab militarts. 
Sp eaking 
throug h 
the 
p artv 
newsnap ers, 
Pravda, Russia, rather sharp lv 
warned the 
Arab extrem bts not to use militarv means to 
reg ain territory occup ied by Israel during the 
six-day war m .June of 1967 . 


THE SOVIET POSITION is « hat hcr\' Arab 
.caiiionalist p rop ag anda actually help s Israel “to 
frustrate a p olitical settlement.” And the news­ 
p ap er declared that only throug h “p olitical 
methods” would the territory be returned to 
Arab hands. 
The Soviet technique in exp anding Russian in­ 
fluence and control throug hout the world has 
'been basically dip lomatic, using force and the 
•threat of force only when necessary to ohiam 
‘its objectives. 
: 
This is shown ag ain in iits warning to the 
Arab extremists. 


Red China, on the other hand, has vociferous­ 


ly arg ued for armed revolution, g uerrilla war­ 
fare and the g eneral ap p lication of military 
force as the best means of sp reading Commu­ 
nist control. 
Russia's warning to the Arab.*; is esp ecially 
understandable when one realizes that A1 Fa­ 
tah, larg ests of the Arab g uerilla movements, 
has received strong sup p ort from the Chinese; 
other Arab p olitican.s have flirted with Peking , 
and the Syrians recently sent a hig h-ranking 
military mission to Red China. 


THE WARNINfi by the Rus.sians is another 
maneuver in the intra-Communist battle be­ 
tween the Russians and the Clhinese. Undoubt­ 
edly it was p lanned to coincide with the confer­ 
ence under way in Mo.scow at which the vSoviet 
Union sp okesmen have bitterly assailed the 
Chme.^ 
In watching the two Communist nations strug ­ 
g ling for p ower, the United States’ strateg ists 
should be taking cf^ious notes.

Citizens of the United States, for many years 
now. have become accustomed to the decline of 
railroad as stations were closed, p asseng er runs 
were discontinued and tramK g rew long er but 
fewer in number. 
Consequently many of us have not vp t be­ 
come aware of the new concep ts which have 
introduced into railroading and the imp act 
■^y are having in today’s rail transp ortatiewi 
system. 
'A g ood wav to g et abreast of these develop - 
naent's would be to visit the dramatic railroad 
exhibit in the lobbv of the New American Rail­ 
road Building in Washing ion 
The exhibit ♦races the historv of railroading 
throug h a p resentation of working models of old 
locomotives and then shows the visitor what 
has hap p ened in the modernization of our rail 
systems throug h the introduction of comp uteri­ 
zation, automatic car identification and hig hs­ 
p eed p a.sseng er service 
It reveals the new service concep ts such as 
the p ig g vback, the unit train, auto-rack and oth­ 
er sp ecialized equip ment desig ned to meet the 
chang ing needs of ship p ers and the nublic 
The exhibit also includes a p anel which dram­ 
atizes the tremendous movemenft of p eop le ard 
g oods by rail during a 24-hour p eriod. 
Statistics p resented by the p anel inform the 


visitor that “since this time yesterday Ameri­ 
can Railroads have sp ent more than $8.5 mil­ 
lion for equip ment and sup p lies, p aid $2 7 5 mil­ 
lion in taxes, moved about 2 billion ton-miles of 
freig ht, carried 34.(X)fl p asseng ers on joumey.s 
totaling 42 million miles, naid wag es amounting 
to $15 million” and so on. 
It is g ood to know, in this ceniennial year of 
U.S 
railroading 
that the momentum of our 
railroads ag ain is forward and not backward.

The g ovemmeTVt of West Germany has come 
throug h its current credibility use with flying 
colors. 
In serving dip loma’ic relations with Cambo­ 
dia following that nation’^ recog nition of Com- 
miinisi East Germany, the Bonn g overnment 
has indicated to the world thait it means what it 
says 


There were p ressures of a p olitical nature 
from within West Germany which would have 
had the g overnment ig nore the “Hallstein Doc­ 
trine” which calls for breaking ties with g ov­ 
ernments which recog nize the East Berlin re­ 
g ime.

Is the war all over ex­ 
cep t for the shooting ’ Basically that most ulti­ 
mate of decisions — the war’s end — can be 
made only in tandem between the old French 
p arty comrade Ho Chi Minh and the Soviet Pre­ 
sidium 
Meanwhile, back at the Pentag on, the De­ 
fease Dep t, is p rep aring to shap e up its brand 
new Vietnam veterans’ data p cxjring out of a 
sp ecial comp uter for tiie first time 
President Nixon wants the Human Resources 
Prog ram Division (rf the Bureau of the Budg et 
to shake some of its ancmymity and search out 
the p oor among the newly rettimed veterans — 
and to team what a.m*?tance they ap p ear to 
need what Is being p rovided, what’s hap p ening 
in the slums, what’s develop ing among the 
black veterans, she disadvantag ed, the inner 
core. 
The President wants to know what imp act the 
war has made on the new veteran. He wants a 
much heavier commiiment of research men, 
m achm ^ and facilities to delve kito the p sy- 
choli^cal needs of the ex-fig htii^ men. What 
are the consequences of military exp erience for 


the serviceman? This imp act of war on nur 
rewly turbulent society should be made avail­ 
able to scholars outside the g overnment estab­ 
lishment, the President ha.s told his inner cir­ 
cle. 


FOR THE .MOMENT, no one seems to know 
what this massive bloc of new veteran.*: truly 
feels and wants. 
Thoug h nev.iher mar. nor comp uting machine 
comes up with an.swers, the statistic.s on hand 
shock the observers. 
P'or examp le, the President has been advised 
that some 20 p er cent of returning Vietnam vet­ 
erans have enrolled for benefits under the GI 
educational and ap p rentice training amend­ 
ments. 
Of the 2 9 million Vietnam war veterans (as 
of March), only 612,000 have enrolled in educa­ 
tion and training p rog rams under the Veterans’ 
Readju.stment Benefits Act of March 1966 
This enrollment is only half the p rop ortion of 
Kor(» an War veteran.*: and, of course, far less 
than the p arcentag e of World War II vets. 
Th'LS a g rim p attern Is develc^ing Those ex- 
Gls who need further education are not sig ning 
up A thin four p er cent of those GIs who have 
had less than four years of hig h school educa­ 
tion have .sig ned for further classes And there 
are many who need the schooling if they are to 
work Of the vets di.scharg ed last year about 
200.000 have ncrf finished hig h school 
Only 
14.000 of these returned to hig h schod equiva­ 
lency courses as of March 


AMONG THE ENLISTED p ersonnel, this 1» a 
p roblem shared by all races. Some 23 p er cent 
of the white new GIs and 25 p er cent of the 
non-white veterans did not finish hig h .school 
President Nixon wants his (« ommittee to tkid 
tl» e others. What are they doing ’ Are they 
working ? How can they be help ed’ 
His directives will call for the study of the 
structure of p ayments under the veterans act, 
the (xxit of teaching and keep ing the e.x-soldiers 
in subsistence while g oing to school or framing ’ 
How can GI benefits be sup p lemented? Can k 
be done by p artially eliminaiting the federal 
p rohibition ag ainst simultaneous p ayments by 
.several federal p rojects? 
What has been hap p ening to veterans return­ 
ing to urban slums and dep ressed areas’ aslcs 
Mr. Nixon 
He wants sp ecial attention naid 
these men. 
He sug g e.sts that all federal dep artments help 
train the GI eiqaecially for p ublic sector jot» 
He knows the new, arwi young , veteran is re­ 
turning to a sp lit nation, long weary of tWs 
war.

A bill introduced by U.S. Rep Seymour Hal- 
p ern of New York to create a Dep artment of 
Peace is long overdue. Everybody knows the 
United States is a p eacful nation and if such a 
dep artment had been ertablished years ag o 
many wars mig ht have been avoided.

Robert Briscoe, the only .lew ever elected

Thus a grim pattern is developing Those ex- 
Gls who need further education are not signing 
lip A thin four per cont of those GIs who have 
had less than four years of high school educa­ 
tion have signed for further classes. And there 
are many win) need the schooling if they are lo 
work Of the vets discharged last year about 
200.000 have not finished high school 
Only 
14.000 of these returned to high school equiva­ 
lency courses as of March. 


AMONG THE ENLISTED personnel, this is a 
problem shared by all races. Some 23 per cent 
of the white new GIs and 25 per cent of the 
non-white veterans did not finish high school 
President Nixon wants his committee to find 
Hie others. Wrhat are they doing9 Are they 
working? How can they be helped9 
His directives will call for tihe study of the 
structure of payments under the veterans act, 
the cast of teaching and keeping the ex-soldiers 
in subsistence while going to school or framing9 
How can GI benefits be supplemented?

ALIQUIPPA OFI — Despite an 
agreement on a new s a l a r y 
package, 215 striking teachers 
in this Beaver County borough 
say they won’t return to work 
because the school board re­ 
fuses to grant them amnesty 
from a state law banning raises 
for public employes who strike. 
The board voted Monday night 
to refuse amnesty, claiming pay 
increases are frozen until the 
General Assembly acts on a new 
public employe strike law 
In The Pittsburgh suburb oi 
Fox Chapel, however, the school 
board said it would ask the leg­ 
islature to grant amnesty to its 
teachers. 
The Aliquippa school board 
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has asked its teachers to return 
to the classroom June 18 to ful­ 
fill a state requirement of 180 
school days completed before 
June 30. If the law is not obeyed, 
the board says it will lose al­ 
most $1 million in school sub­ 
sidies.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P)-The 
Sponsor of a bill to permit Sun­ 
day liquor sales say s things may 
be* “tight” in the Ohio Senate 
when his proposal comes up for 
a vote. 
But by the description “ It’s 
going to be tight,” Rep. Richard 
R 
Hollington Jr., R-6.5 Shaker 
Heights, was suggesting that the 
vote on the measure would be 
dose. 
The bill was scheduled to be 
voted on Wednesday and Holl­ 
ington. who was marshalling his 
forces Monday night, said he 
had “about 48 votes at last 
count and was hoping to get the 
50 needed for passage. 
The bill, which came out of 
the oowerful Rules Committee 
Monday, authorizes the sale of 
liquor on vSunday between 1 p.m. 
and midnight on a local option 
basis. 
It would not make liquor avail­ 
able on Sunday in areas that 
now are “dry .” 
Voters could approve it in one 
of two forms—for all current 
])cfmit holders—or limit it to 
businesses, such as hotels, where 
the sale of food and other serv­ 
ices exceeds 50 per cent of the 
total gross receipts. 
In earlier action Monday, the 
House passed and sent to the 
Senate 87 -5 a bill to provide 
licensing and strict regulation of 
private detective agencies in 
Ohio. 
Rep. Keith McNamara, R-f» 4 
Columbus, the bill’s sponsor, 


cited case after case where 
persons posing as private detec­ 
tives have committed fraud. 
The bill requires all private 
investigators to obtain a licen.se 
jfrom the director of the Ohio 
iDepartment of Commerce. A 
;state private investigator ad- 
Ivisory commission would be set 
up to keep a close watch on 
their operations. 
¡ Rep. Larry G. Smith. D-42 
Cleveland, suggested insertion of 
a grandfather clau.se to protect 
those now working as private 
detectives, but McNamara re­ 
jected this. 
“There are people in this busi­ 
ness today that, frankly we do 
not want,” McNamara explain- 
led.

In the Senate, a bill was pass- 
eu 29-0 and .sent to the House 
to establish an Ohio Commi.s- 
sion on Obscenity and Prono- 
graphy . 
The commission would report 
back to the legislature in 1970 
with recommendations on how 
to halt obscene and pornograph 
ic materials from coming into 
Ohio.

In the past few days, two great stars—Joe 
N am ath and Jerry Lucas—have talked about re­ 
tirem ent. 
Namath said he will retire from the New 
York Jets of the AFL because of pressure from 
Pro Football Commissioner Pete Rozelle to divest 
him self of a business interest, the Bachelor’s 
III restaurant which is reportedly frequented by 
gamblers. Lucas said he might retire from the Cin­ 
cinnati Royals of the NBA of the pressure of out­ 
side business. 


I DOUBT that Namath will retire, but Lucas 
may. 
Namath almost singlehandedly has made the 
American Football League a m ajor league. Lucas, 
for all his greatness, cannot be said to have done 
that for the NBA. When Sonny Werblin of the 
Jets signed Namath for $400,000, it gave the then- 
struggling AFL some class and fan interest. When 
Namath led the Jets to the first AFL Super Bowl 
win it gave the league parity and made merger 
and realignment feasible. 
Namath, who has never been known to hide 
his light under a bushel, may think he can force 
Rozelle to back down and say Joe can keep his 
restaurant and play ball too. This is unlikely. 
A few years ago (1962), when Paul Horning was 
a super-star, he and Alex K arras were suspended 
for a season by Rozelle for betting on games. 
N am ath has not been accused of this, nor has the 
penalty been as severe. But Rozelle is not a man to 
back down. 
Undoubtedly Namath gets a lot of enjoyment 
out of being a resturant owner and playing the 
swinging bachelor role. But w ithout his onfield 
exploits to back him up, Broadway Joe would 
become just plain Beaver Falls Joe, and those 
types are a dime-a-dozen in New York. Ifs likely 
Nam ath will sell the restaurant and return to the 
Jets. 


LUCAS, on the other hand, was a straight-A 
business m ajor at Ohio State and would have been 
successful even w ithout being a geat athlete. 
In high school and college he was fantastic, one of 
the greatest of all-time. But the pros have never 
seen Lucas at his best, due to a knee injury suffer­ 
ed as a junior. He has been good, but never the 
super-star that he was in college. The 80-game 
NBA schedule is much m ore of a grind than the 
14-game AFL season, and m any pro basketball 
greats have quit before they had to due to the 
schedule’s rigors. So Lucas, not needing the money 
or fame, may have had it w ith the NBA. 


THE INDIAN’S Luis Tiant, who won the 
league ERA title last year and then mystified 
everybody by dropping his first seven starts this 
season as his ERA ballooned to over 8.00, seems 
to be back on the beam, having won his last three 
starts in razor-sharp fashion.

A N S W E R ' If you w ere a sm all fish with a very delicious 
taste, and a larger h u n g ry fish was closing in on you, you 
would be very glad y ou could b reak from the w ater and go 
sailing through the air for 150 to 1,000 feet. Y o u w ould 
escape from y o u r pursuer, a n d if he c au g h t up with you 
again, you could ta k e to the air again. But these aerial 
excursions of the fam o u s flying fish are not tru e flight. 
T he Itsh’s m o m e n tu m carries it o u t into the air. It then 
taxis along on the surface, vibrating the tip of its tail in 
the w ater. W ith sufficient speed, it takes off. Its large 
pectoral lins are extended, but do not flap. I he fish is 
gliding rath er than actually flying. A fter its m o m e n tu m is 
used up, the fish begins to sail dow n, but it m ay sk itter 
along the surface and lift off once m ore if necessary. In 
the r u e rs of S outh A m e ric a, a n o th e r kind of fish has been 
reported with flies bv flapping its caudal wings up and 
dow n. But this, again, is not true flight, since it is only for 
a short distance. W e can n o t say th a t any fish can really 
fly.
